Two years ago I did not know that OTVARC existed. I had been licensed for a 
few months and had spent most evenings making a few QSO's. None of the local 
hams I had worked said anything to me about radio clubs in the Portland area. I 
suppose this is' understandable because all my QSO's had been CW mode and if 
someone were to say something to me about OTVARC, I would pass it off as sloppy 
sending and hope that I wouldn't miss too much else. So how did I hear about 
OTVARC then? Well one winter evening in 1982 I was seanning the Novice portion 
of the 10 meter band to see if there was any activity, even though it normally 
closed quite early, and lo and behold, I heard all kinds of activity. All kinds 
of stations calling CQ - who were they? After reading the mail for several 
Minutes I determined that they were simply exchanging names and signal reports. 
I figured I could handle that, so after some more hesitation, I jumped right in 
and answered e CQ from KC70. I asked him what was going on. He said something 
about OTVARC, which I of course passed off as sloppy sending, and then he 
invited me to join in the fun. This certainly sounded friendly to me so I 
hesitated a little more, found a clear frequency, and called CQ. What a pileup! 
Before I could escape I had worked 15 stations! I was afraid to call CQ again, 
so I just shut everything off and thought about how much fun this had been. 

Two or three months later (long after I had quit thinking about that cold 
Winter night) a guy came to my front door one day, identified himself as NICHE, 
said he had really struggled to find me and he needed my signature. He probably 
thought I was ham radio's greatest idiot after having to explain in great detail 
just what was going on.
